To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1966.  This  report  is 
set  out  as  usual  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
1/67. 

The  Health  Statistics  of  the  district  are  satisfactory  and  are  given  in 
Section  A.  The  population  of  Irthlingborough  has  risen  by  50  to  5,230. 
Deaths  show  a rise  on  the  previous  year  and  with  a rate  of  12.04  per 
thousand  of  population  this  is  the  highest  since  1956.  Two  young  persons 
died  from  accidental  deaths,  a young  girl  from  a motor  vehicle  accident 
and  a young  boy  by  drowning.  The  River  Nene  was  the  scene  of  several 
deaths  from  drowning  involving  young  persons  in  adjacent  areas  in  1966. 

There  was  a marked  rise  in  the  number  of  births  and  with  103 
recorded  is  the  highest  number  since  1920  although  the  rate  of  19.69  is 
not  so  high  as  that  for  1948  when  it  was  21.71. 

There  was  no  serious  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

This  is  the  last  report  that  I shall  be  producing  for  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Irthlingborough  and  I would  like  to  say  how  much  I appreciate 
the  interest  shown  by  members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the  work  of 
the  Department  and  I would  like  to  thank  them  for  their  help  during  the 
course  of  the  year  and  generally  during  my  short  stay  in  the  district. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  Miss  Pearson  for  the  compilation  of  this  report.

NAT  IK A I ANI)  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Area  lhe  I'rban  District  of  Irthlingborougli  covers  an  area  of  2,()  10 
acres  on  which  there  are  1 ,(*12  separate  houses.  I he  density  of  population 
is  1.7  persons  per  acre  and  the  housing  factor  is  2.7. 

Population  I he  population  of  the  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborougli 
is  5,230  according  to  the  Registrar  (ieneral’s  estimate  for  the  year  1060. 
This  is  50  more  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  was  40. 

Deaths  03  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  a rise  of  14  on  1065. 
The  death  rate  for  1066  is  therefore  12.04  compared  with  0.46  for  1065. 
The  rate  for  England  and  W ales  for  the  year  was  11.7.  Table  No.  I in 
Section  H shows  the  causes  of  death  and  30  deaths  were  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  and  of  this  number  12  persons  died  of 
coronary  disease. 

Thirteen  deaths  were  due  to  Cancer,  4 of  which  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung,  3 males  and  1 female  and  all  over  the  age  of  55  years. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis.

Births — During  the  year  103  births  were  recorded  giving  a rate  of 
19.69  per  thousand  of  population.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  births 
in  Irthlingborough  since  1920  and  the  highest  Birth  Rate  since  1948,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  2 in  Section  H.  The  previous  year  there 
were  76  births  and  the  rate  per  thousand  of  population  was  14.69. 

Illegitimate  Births  -There  were  seven  illegitimate  births  in  1966  and 
this  gives  a rate  of  67.96  per  thousand  live  births. 

Stillbirths — There  were  no  stillbirths.  One  stillbirth  was  recorded  in 
1964  and  none  in  1965. 

Infant  Mortality — One  infant  death  occurred  during  the  year  and 
this  gives  a rate  of  9.70  per  thousand  live  births.  This  death  occurred 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and  so  comes  under  the  heading  of 
Neonatal  mortality  and  this  rate  is  therefore  9.70.  The  following  table 
shows  the  infant  mortality  rate  over  a number  of  years:

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Service  Two  laboratories  serve  the  area,  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  which  comes  undei  I)r.  Hoyle  and 
the  laboratory  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  which  comes  under  Dr.  Voss. 
Irthlingborough  is  also  served  by  a laboratory  at  kushden  Memorial 
Hospital  and  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  which  is  a branch  of  the 
Kettering  Laboratory.  The  examination  of  routine  water  samples,  milk, 
washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses  are  carried  out  at  Northampton. 
All  the  laboratories  examine  samples  associated  with  the  control  of 
communicable  diseases. 

Ambulance  Service,  Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service  The 

County  Council  are  responsible  for  these  services  and  the  area  is  well 
covered. 


Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-patient  Facilities  The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  these  services  which  are  as 
follows  :

National  Assistance  Act  1948  and  National  (Assistance  Amendment) 
Act,  1951  S.  47  Under  Section  47  of  this  Act  the  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  any  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  who  are  unable  to  receive  this  in  their  own  homes.  During  the 
year  under  review  no  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act. 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  its  good  work 
throughout  the  year,  and  a new  venture  was  started  on  behalf  of  the 
housebound.  Two  coach  trips  were  made  by  them  one  in  June  and  one 
in  September  and  botli  proved  successful.  One  elderly  lady  had  not  been 
out  of  her  street  for  eight  years.  Comfortable  garden  chairs  were  packed 
in  the  boot  and  an  invalid  carriage  for  ferrying  the  old  people  to  the  tea 
rooms.  The  Darby  and  Joan  Club  spent  their  annual  holiday  in  Bourne- 
mouth and  in  addition  they  had  several  coach  trips  and  the  usual  Christmas 
Party.  The  usual  Christmas  gift  of  5/-  was  distributed  by  committee 
members  to  over  400  people  aged  over  70  years.  Mrs.  Musson  continues 
to  run  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  but  from  time  to  time  has  difficulty 
in  getting  helpers.  Unfortunately  there  is  still  a waiting  list  for  the 
chiropody  service.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OR  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply — Since  the  1st  April,  1%5  the  Urban  District  has 
received  its  water  supply  from  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board 
and  the  chief  sources  of  supply  for  this  Board  are  from  reservoirs  situated 
at  Pitsforcl  assisted  by  Cransley,  Thorpe  Malsor,  Ravensthorpe  and 
Hollowell.  Pitsford  is  situated  about  12  miles  West  of  Irthlingborough 
in  a valley  on  a tributary  of  the  Brampton  branch  of  the  River  Nene. 
The  gathering  grounds  cover  about  nineteen  square  miles  and  are  mostly 
agricultural  land  with  a certain  amount  of  ironstone  quarrying.  When 
full  this  reservoir  will  hold  about  4,000  million  gallons.  Pitsford  is  now 
supplemented  by  Grafham  water  reservoir.  Treatment  consists  of  the 
raw  water  flowing  to  a pumping  station  below  the  dam  from  where  it  is 
pumped  to  the  treatment  works.  These  works  consist  of  a chemical 
block,  reaction  tanks,  filters,  filtered  water  tank  and  pumping  station. 
The  watei  is  first  softened  and  then  passed  through  open  rapid  gravity 
filters  and  then  to  the  filtered  water  tank  for  sterilisation  by  chlorine. 
Water  thus  treated  is  pumped  to  three  trunk  mains  for  distribution. 

Fluoride  content  of  the  water  - The  water  supply  contains  0.3  parts 
of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine  per  million  parts  of  water.

Stlgguvtid  Comment 

No  samples  taken  during  the  year  complied  with  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion Standards  and  this  is  due  to  the  over-loading  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1965  I stated  : “ Each  year  it  is  placed  on 
record  that  there  can  be  no  likelihood  of  any  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  final  effluent  unless  improvements  are  carried  out  to  the  sewage  works 
and  one  begins  to  wonder  if  these  improvements  will  ever  be  carried  out. 
It  is  now  four  years  since  a scheme  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  work 
was  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry.  Since  that  date  a regional 
sewage  scheme  has  been  proposed  and  preliminary  discussions  held,  but 
at  the  end  of  1965  no  conclusion  had  been  reached.” 

At  the  end  of  1966  the  position  was  exactly  the  same  as  in  1965  but 
a scheme  for  the  construction  of  additional  sewage  storage  lagoons  had 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  as  a temporary  measure.  The  necessity 
of  these  works  was  emphasised  when  the  Nene  and  Welland  River  Authority 
instituted  proceedings  against  the  Council  for  pollution  of  the  River  Nene 
with  sewage  sludge  and  this  resulted  in  the  Council  being  fined  £50  on 
each  of  two  counts. 

Public  Cleansing— Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  controlled  tipping 
is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  tip  off  Windmill  Road.  5941  loads  were 
collected  during  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  115  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
which  shows  a decrease  of  79  on  the  figure  at  the  end  of  1965.  The 
number  of  Council  houses  in  the  district  is  729.  The  number  of  Council 
houses,  including  East  Midland  Housing  Accommodation,  erected  since 
1945  is  469. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Properties — Eleven  properties  were  the  subject  of 
Closing  Orders  during  the  year.  As  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders 
7 properties  were  demolished. 

Improvement  Grants — During  the  year  under  review  10  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  were  received.  These  grants  comprised  10 
Standard  Grants  and  all  were  approved.  This  is  3 less  than  in  the 
previous  year.  One  of  the  Standard  Grants  were  in  respect  of  tenanted 
property. 

Since  Improvement  Grants  were  commenced  the  number  of  applica- 
tions received  total  224  of  which  number  223  were  approved,  but  seven 
were  withdrawn  or  not  proceeded  with. 

Work  has  been  carried  out  and  grants  paid  in  respect  of  197  dwellings. 
The  total  amount  of  money  paid  to  31.12.66  was  £23,201. 

The  Council  completed  its  programme  of  providing  modern  amenities 
to  their  pre-war  Council  houses  and  the  total  number  of  houses  improved 
was  292.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox — No  cases  of  Smallpox  have  occurred  in  the  area  during  the 
year  nor  for  many  years,  but  during  the  course  of  the  year  Smallpox  did 
occur  in  the  West  Midlands  and  in  consequence  Great  Britain  was  declared 
to  be  a Smallpox  infected  area.  The  International  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  management  of  this  situation  were  invoked  by  other  territories. 
It  was  unfortunate  that  this  situation  arose  at  the  height  of  the  holiday 
season.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  authenticate  the  signature 
of  the  general  practitioner  in  respect  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations 
carried  out  in  the  district.  Somewhere  over  3,000  vaccination  certificates 
were  authenticated  in  this  office  during  the  year.  It  is  essential  that  this 
type  of  work  be  carried  out  conscientiously  and  with  due  regard  to  the 
international  implication  of  satisfactory  certification. 

Of  the  other  infectious  diseases  notifications  were  at  an  absolute 
minimum.  Of  the  diseases  usually  recorded,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Erysipelas,  Food  Poisoning  and  Enteric  Diseases,  no 
cases  of  any  of  these  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Only  one  case  of  Measles  was  notified. 

One  case  of  Infective  Hepatitis  was  also  notified.  This  occurred  in  a 
young  man  and  may  well  have  been  related  to  his  work  as  his  occupation 
was  that  of  Totter,  though  he  had  been  working  in  a car  breaker’s  yard. 
This  patient  exercised  us  a little  as  there  were  a number  of  other  young 
people  in  the  family  and  the  patient,  who  was  quite  severely  ill,  refused 
admission  to  hospital.  Observation  of  the  family  was  kept  for  three 
weeks,  but  no  further  cases  produced  clinical  signs. 

During  the  year  one  death  related  to  Influenza  was  notified  in  an 
older  person  and  a total  of  ten  deaths  were  recorded  where  pneumonia  or 
bronchitis  was  a primary  cause  of  death.  All  these  cases  occurred  in 
elderly  people  and  no  children  were  involved. 

Leprosy— The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  March,  1966.  Under  these  regulations  the  general 
practitioners  are  required  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  direct 
of  any  case  of  leprosy. 

Tuberculosis — Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  3;ear,  both  in  males  over  the  age  of  65  years.  This  is  the 
pattern  of  Tuberculosis  at  the  present  time,  which  is,  by  and  large,  a 
dying  disease  in  the  community  and  the  cases  of  this  type  are  frequently 
reactivators  of  old  healed  Tuberculosis  as  part  of  the  process  of  ageing. 
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They  do,  of  course,  have  their  dangers,  because  grandparents,  etc.,  may 
come  in  contact  with  young  children  and  produce  a more  virulent  form 
of  the  disease  in  the  child.  It  is,  therefore,  important  that  the  utmost 
vigilance  be  exercised  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis  and  in  particular  super- 
vision of  the  elderly  is  essential.
